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The development of motor traffic both for 
business and pleasure has produced a variety 
of types of vehicles which all have one thing in 
common—a capacity for Jiterally devouring 
the roads. 

All countries are affected, and must take 
steps to remodel their roads on modern lines, 
*xperiments which have been carried out 
largely in America and, on a more limited 
scale, in Great Britain and Europe point to 
concrete as the only solid solution of a great 
problem. 

No country stands at the moment more in 
need of remodelled roads than the Irish Free 
State, the peculiar circumstances’ of which 
auring the past few years have aggravated a 
common trouble, and prevented any road re- 
construction being carried out worth speaking 
of. 

To-day the situation is entirely changed. 
The Government oí the Free State has 
placed £1,000,000 at the disposal of local 
authorities to be expended in helping these 
bodies to repair and reconstruct the roads 
under their charge. Every loca] authority in 
the Free State has had a specified sum placed 
to its credit and is in a position to reckon its 
expenditure accurately, so that one may 
reasonably anticipate an early boom in road 
construction in the Free State, 

The time is opportune, therefore, to con- 
sider the methods of road construction to be 
employed, and here the Dublin Corporation 
leads the way. 

Sometime ago, in their civic improvement 
scheme; provision was made for the con- 
struction of a great 100-foot roadway, which 
is to start from Clontarf Railway Station, 
pass through grounds at present occupied as 
paying fields by Mountjoy schoolboys, cut at 
right angles across Malahide road, pass 
the north of the Marino Housing Scheme, on 
through the grounds of the Christian Brothers’ 
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Institute, and, after running parallel to Goose 
Green, crossing the Drumcondra road a short 
distance beyond the Tolka Bridge and through 
the grounds of St. Patrick’s Training College, 
across the site of the Corporation Millbourne 
Avenue Housing Scheme, and, passing behind 
the Marlborough Hall, will terminate on the 
Glasnevin tram line at the top of the hill, 
a short distance from the present terminus. 

The total length of this great new road 
when completed will be about three miles. 

The road is to be 100 feet wide all the way. 
A reinforced concrete carriage way of forty 
feet is to have a grass promenade : ” twea:y 
feet wide on either side, and a tar macadam 
footpath, ten feet wide, on the outside of each 
promenade. 

This new road will be two-thirds the width 
of Sackville street, which is 150 feet wide from 
wall to wall. 

The Corporation, under a provisional order, 
has obtained powers for the compulsory ac- 
quisition of the ground required for the road- 
way, and these powers will be exercised so as 
to secure the ground by instalments, 

The first section of the work was begun 
last year with the excavation of a distance 
of 500 yards from the Malahide road, north 
of the Marino Housing Seheme, up to the 
boundary of the Christian Brothers’ territory 

In the first week of February last the 
construction of the forty feet reinforced con- 
crete carriage way for this sector was begun. 

The work is being carried out by direct 
labour under the supervision of the Corpora- 
tion engineering staff, the chief of which is 
Mr. Michael J. Buckley, Borough Surveyor 
and Water Works Engineer. Mr. Norman A. 
Chance is the Engineer to the Paving Depart- 
ment, 

The foundation of:the carriage way consists 
of three or four inches of breeze, on top of 
which is laid seven inches of concrete rein-

Messrs. J. P. Corry and Co., City quay. The 
concrete itself is four-two-one, and is mixed 
by a concrete mixer, the first machine 
of its character’ to be employed by the Dublin 
Corporation. 

The kerbing will be of cast concrete 6ina. 
wide and 4ins. high. 

The stretch of roadway over which the 
concrete carriage way has been laid already 
covers a distance of 800 yards west from the 
Malahide road. 

The new roadway is calculated to carry 
any normal modern traffic, and last much 
longer. 

The services of water, gas, electricity and 
sewerage are laid under the footpath, and 
there will be no necessity to break up the 
main road for repair works. 

The grass-laid promenade will be planted 
with trees and shrubs, and the outside foot- 
path will be laid with tar macadam, similar 
to the footpaths on the main road of the 
Phenix Park. 

The 100it. road is the first surface rein- 
forced concrete road constructed on a large 
scale in the Free State. 

Reinforced concrete has been used in foun- 
dations in city streets—for example, in Sack- 
ville place, where it is covered with wood 
paving. 

On a smaller scale it has been employed for 
surfaces at the Donnelly’s Orchard Housing 
Scheme of the Corporation in Clonliffe road, 
where about 250 yards of reinforced concrete 
road has been laid, but the carriage way here 
is only eight feet wide, with several passing 
places sixteen feet wide. Similar roads are to 
be constructed at the Marino Housing Scheme, 
where over 200 houses are being built some 
distance below the great new road, and 
nearer to the Dollymount tram line. With 
grass margins and footpaths, these roads, like 
those at Donnelly’s Orchard, will have a total 
width of 30ft.

WHERE BRICKLAYERS EARN 
£16 A WEEK, 


British trade union leaders are deeply con- 
cerned over the loss of thousands of thir 
cleverest craftsmen by emigration. The state- 
ment of Mr. Sidney Webb, President of the 
Board of Trade, in the House of Commons, 
that 20,500 engineers ard metal workers left 
England ine the first nine months of last 
year covers only one phase of the steady 
drain on Britain's skilled workmen. 

Mr. William Glennie, assistant secretary 
of the Amalgamated Engineering Union, said 
that owing to bad trade and a drop in wares 
apprentices who had worked at their trade 
from five to seven years were going to the 
United States in thousands, and among them 
were the best craftsmen in the country, who 
were readily snapped up by American em- 
ployers. 

A similar statement was made by Mr. 
Richard Coppock, secretary of the Federation 
of Building Trades’ Operatives, who, speaking 
of masons, bricklayers, and joiners, said that 
from 4,000 to 5,000 left last year, and hun- 
dreas are now waiting for boats weekly. ‘‘ A 
bricklayer in the United States,” he said, 
' can earn from £14 to £16 a week. Many 
of them take the trip every March and return 
in November, having saved enough money to 
take a holiday for the rest of the year.””

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BUILDING’ PROBLEMS AT 
OLYMPIA. 


BRICK TRADE OUTLOOK. 


The housing problem was discussed at trade 
meetings held at Olympia in conjunction with 
the Building Exhibition. Mr. H. C. Johnston 
presided at the annual meeting of the Insti- 
tute of Clayworkers. 

Mr. Herbert Wragg, M.P., who was elected 
President for the next year, said that glib- 
tongued orators talked of ‘“‘rings’’ in the 
building industry, and tried to put all the 
blame for the existing trouble on to trusts. 
He maintained that in the cost of building 
houses to-day labour was taking a greater 

reentage over pre-war than materials were 
taking. The output per man in the building 
trade was very ail less than before the 
war, The associations in the building trade 
had been very moderate in the prices they 
had fixed for building materials. They should 
keep their organisations in fighting trim, so 
that they could be prepared to prove that 
they were charging fair prices. 

Mr. Johnston said that if the Government 
scheme went forward there was not only a 
prosperous time in front of the clayworkers’ 
industry, but a very difficult time. It would 
be up to every manufacturer to play the 
game with the bunú scheme. lí they did 
not, and the Labour Government remained 
in power, he did not think it reguired much 
of a prophet to suggest the result. 

At the annual meeting of the National 
Building and Engineering Brick Federation, 
Mr. W. H. Wright (Leicester), who presided, 
said that they were all ready to help on any 
reasonable scheme. The speaker referred to 
the conference recently held by Mr. Wheatley, 
and said that he gave an assurance that 
they were prepared to give the Government 
their heartiest support in the matter. If the 
Government scheme went forward the brick 
trade had before it probably the best time 
anyone had known for years. With regard 
to the eight-hour dav and the Washington 
Convention, Mr. Wright said that the sugges- 
tion was that no overtime should be worked. 
That would seriously hamper operations, and 
the Federation intended strenuously to oppose 
that being brought about in this country. 

Mr. Horace Boot, President of the British 

Paving Brick Association, read a paper in 
the afternoon on ‘‘ Bricks for Road Paving.’’ 
He said that brick roadways had been used 
for many generations in foreign countries, 
notably in Holland, and in that country he 
knew of roadways paved with bricks which 
were reputed to be more than a century old 
and were still doing good service. In America 
more than 400 million bricks were being used 
annually for paving the roadways. There 
were 700 cities in America with brick paving, 
and the final report stated that they were 
completely satisfied with the wearing qualities 
ot such roads. 
Sir Henry Maybury, Director-General to 
the Ministry of Transport, said he was sure 
the most unpopular thing to do now would 
be to advocate a very large use of bricks for 
any other purpose than the erection of very 
necessary houses. However, it was essential 
that they should look ahead to make provision 
for another substantial industry in this 
country when the housing situation was easier. 
With regard to roads laid with bricks in 
America, he reminded those present that in 
America the steel tire was not allowed on the 
roadways at all,

FROM PEAT, WATER POWER,

considered of much importance before the war, | 
because black coal was plentiful, but since the | 
black coal supply has been restricted, vast | 


from brown coal. 


research works in Germany have been con- 
centrating on finding out how brown coal can 
be put to the same uses as black coal. 

As the exhibition at the last Leipzig Farr 
showed, brown coal. products can now yield 
everything formerly obtained from black coal 
except coke for iron and steel blast furnaces. 
In other districts of Germany, notably in Fast 
Russia, Oldenburg, and Hanover, electricity 
is being generated from peat while from the 


industrial areas like Upper Silesia and the | 
Rhineland waste furnace heat is being used | 


for electrical generation. 


Thus in every part of Germany everything 


able to vield electricity is being used, the 
current being transmitted everywhere by) 
high-tension aluminium cable. One of 
first things that will be undertaken when 
new organisation is completed is the electri- 
fication of the railways. A most important 
effect will be the decentralisation of industry. 
Factories will no longer have to be near the 
coalfields. 

Cermanv, in fact, will be independent of 
Rhur coal. Factories will be distributed 
evenly over the whole country, built on cheap 
land, with workers housed in new dwellings 
at cheap rents. 7 

It will no longer be possible to cripple 
German production by occupying any special 
part of the country. Next year at least 
500,000 tons of brown coal will be distilled in 
Saxony, yielding about 50,000 tons of crude 
oil. from which fuel for motor traffic, lubri- 
eants, and raw materials for the chemical 
industry will be obtained. i 

Soon everything in Germany will be run by 
electricity. Coal and oil will be no longer be 
imported at all. 


IS THE BRICKLAYER 
DOOMED ? 


———— Is 
BY THE CONCRETE HOUSE 


The General Counci! of the British Workers’ 
League, in a manifesto, protest against the 
housing proposals of the Government outlined 
in this feature last week, on the ground that 
they will ‘impose an enormous burden of 
unnecessary. debt upon the country lor the 
next sixty years, and cause untold misery 
and needless suffering.” 

The manifesto contends that the economic 
rent of the houses which the Government pro- 
pose to build and let at nine shillings per 
week could not possibly be less than an 
average of twenty-one shillings per week, 
which would mean an average loss of over 
£30 per annum per house, or six million 

ounds per annum on two hundred thousand 

ouses. i 

As the Government, proposed to build two 
hundred thousand houses every year for 
fifteen years, the loss would be increased 
until it reached the colossal sum of sixty 
million pounds per annum. This loss could 
only be, met by increased taxation, and it 
would certainly cause more unemployment 
by increased prices. 

With reference to the shortage of carpenters 
and other workers in the building trade, the 
manifesto declares “the proposals of the re- 
presentatives of the operatives for the em- 
ployment of more apprentices will fail, be- 
cause the average youth sees that, owing to 
the advent of concrete houses, the shells of 
which can be erected almost entirely by un- 
skilled labour, the work of the bricklayer and 
plasterer will become as obsolete .as that of 
the drivers of horse "buses and cabs."’ 

The manifesto is signed by J. A. Seddon 
(Chairman of the General Council), J. F. 
Green (Chairman of Executive Committee), C. 
Jessop (Chairman of Management Committee), 
and David Gilmour (General Secretary).

In that fortnight they 
would acquire a knowledge of the great- 
ness, diversity, and tolerant unity of the 
British Empire that would be for many 
of them not merely a political, but a 
spiritual, education. They would come 
home ashamed of the narrow insularity 
and provincialism that hitherto have 
blurred their whole outlook on life, and 
proud of their citizenship in the Common- 
wealth that Irishmen have helped to 
build. 


Liberals in Revolt. 


One of the most intriguing problems of 
British political life since the last general 
election has been the future of Mr. David 
Lloyd George. When Mr. Austen Cham- 
berlain and Mr. Baldwin smashed the 
Coalition Government Mr. Lloyd George s 
career seemed to be at an end. For a year 
he led a forlorn little party of National 
Liberals in the House of Commons, a 
shadow of his former self; and then came 
Mr. Baldwin's Protection blunder. Here 
Mr. Lloyd George saw his opportunity, 
and, by a clever submission to Mr. Asquith, 
succeeded in bringing avout the reunion 
of the Liberal Party.

manner, The Liberals were expected to 
vote for the Government like automatons, 
while their candidates throughout the 
country were being opposed by Socialist 
nominees, and they themselves were being 
treated with “unmitigated hostility’’ hy 
the Government which depended for its 
very life on their support, 

Clearly Mr. Lloyd George is up in revolt 
against the Government, and the reply to 
his attack by Mr. Ben Spoor, the Chief 
Government Whip, seems to indicate that 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is prepared |to 
accept the challenge. Thus an extremely 
interesting situation may arise. Mr. Lloyd 
George appears to realise that his party 1s 
in decay, and that, unless it asserts itself 
immediately, it may disappear altogether 
at the next general election. It requires 
leadership, and he knows that he is the 
only man who can lead it. Mr. Asquith, 
for all his sonority of phrase, is beyond 
his prime and seems to be marked down 
for the vacant Mastership of Balliol. Sir 
John Simon lacks the sympathy and the 
imagination which are Mr. Lloyd George s 
strongest assets. It is quite possible, 
therefore, that Mr. Lloyd George may

Law and the Air. 


An Aviation Congress at which twenty- 
seven countries are represented was opened 
yesterday in the Senate Room of the 
Capitol at Rome. Its object is to frame 
an international code which will deal with 
such questions as insurance for aeroplanes, 
personal damages to foreign countries and 
conditions of flying in time of war. The 
Italian Premier pleased the delegates by 
suggesting that the code should be 
of such an elastic character as would 
keep abreast with the continual progress 
in the science of aviation. A com- 
prehensive international law, however, 
is needed, since flying has become an 
essential feature of national and _ inter- 
national life. The air boundaries of States 
must be respected by al] Governments and 
by the airmen of all countries. The per- 
missible use of aircraft in war must be 
declared and accepted not less strictly than 
that of navies and armies. In the late 
war high standards were adopted by air- 
men of the belligerent countries, but a 
mere voluntary regard for the nebulous 
laws of chivalry is a precarious safeguard. 
In the course of civil aviation interna- 
tional difficulties must arise from time to 
time, and a general standard, agreed upon 
by the principal Powers, is needed if they 
are to be settled without menace to the 
world’s peace. At present Italy is the 
only country that has adopted a code of 
rules, and these will form a basis for the 
discussions of the Congress. As Hugo 
Grotius sought inspiration from the Roman 
international code, so a modern Roman 
law seems likely to expand into another 
Law of Nations.

HOW DUBLIN FOLLOWED THE 
CEREMONY. 


Even to-day to some it may sound pre- 

terous: to assert that hundreds of people 
in Dublin and the provinces actually heard 
soldiers marching in the Stadium at Wembley 
yesterday morning, but in fact the air was 
filled with the sounds of brasses, reeds and 
drums and the measured tread of the Royal 
Guards, Behind it all, as it were, was the 
tumult of fifty thousand persons, moving, 
talking, cheering, applauding. 

A feature—a wholly unintended one—of the 
Wembley broadcast yesterday were the words 
of command of the officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers of the military parade. 
Whether the highly-trained voices of the 
Guards really overcame the blare of the 
trumpets and the cheers of the multitude or 
the commands were given very near the 
microphones, one does not know; but cer- 
tainly many ex-service men, gazing intently 
at the glowing valves yesterday morning, 
thrilled involuntarily as the crisp voice rose 
above the roar—‘‘ Guards, present arms.” 
Slap of hands on rifle butts and stamp of feet 
were heard with remarkable clearness. 


Receiving conditions in Dublin yesterday 
were as nearly perfect as possible. The 
morning was grey, still, and very cold. There 
was virtually a complete absence of 
** atmospherics “ and ‘* fading,” and 
“howling ' was mercifully less than that 
which interferes with the reception of the 
usual daily programmes. 

For ‘‘listeners-in’’ “the proceedings opened 
just before half-past ten o clock with a pro- 
Gone ‘‘tuning note,” on which apparatus 
was “set.” This was followed by confused 
noises—snatches of conversation, bursts of 
laughter, as persons chanced to pass near the 
microphones. Then the massed bands of the 
Brigade of Guards—Grenadier, Coldstream, 
Scots, Irish and Welsh—played a stirring 
march. A tremendous volume of cheering 
followed each selection. 

The guard of honour was played into the 
Stadium by the massed bands, the tread of the 
men being distinctly audible above the music 
and the cheering. The enthusiasm of the 
vast assembly semed to rise to even greater 
heights, now drowning the music, now being 
overcome by the brasses. 


At last the band asserted itself, and then, 
without warning, in the middle of a bar, it 
““ faded.” There was an almost uncanny 
silence for three or four seconds. Suddenly, 
with startling clarity, rang out a voice: 
“ Guard—present arms.” The bugles sounded 
a Royal salute, and the bands broke into 
“ God Bless the Prince of Wales,” which was 
almost immediately drowned by the cheering. 

Again a sudden silence. a fanfare, the words 
of command, the Royal salute, a sharp tattoo 
on the side drums, and the massed bands 


struck up the National Anthem. One imagined 


that vast assemblage, all standing motionless, 
the men uncovered, His Majesty on the Royal 4 
dais beneath the canopy of purple and rose. 
As the strains of the National Anthem died 
away there was a great wave of sound— 
clapping and cheering—and then silence,

Every amateur in Dublin seemed to seize 
upon that moment to adjust his coils, for the 
Prince of Wales’s opening phrases were 
“howled” down. However, the oscillation 
ceased almost immediately, and the Prince's 
voice, telling the King of ‘‘this great under- 
taking,” came to “ listeners-in’’ as the voice 
of a man speaking in the same room. His 
Roval Highness spoke at a moderate pace, 
and with almost nervous precision. The im- 
pression created was that he was reading a 
well-rehearsed address. His diction was 
wholly admirable. 

Restrained applause followed the Prince’s 
address, and His Majesty replied almost im- 
mediately. The King’s voice is deep; 

spoke __ slowly, and put marked 
emphasis on certain words and phrases. 
His well-rounded periods and _ occasional 
pauses were most impressive—‘‘ the mag- 
nificent conception.” ‘* this splendid 
realitv.”” Two or three times His Majesty 
coughed slightly. 

So far as the Southern side of Dublin was 
concerned, aiter the initial interference with 
the first few words of the Prince, not a 
“howl ' marred the reception of the Royal 
speeches,

Applause, restrained, it seemed, by the 
dignity of the King’s speech, followed, but 
was hushed in a few seconds, and then the 
Bishop of London was heard reading a Collect, 
followed by the Lord’s Prayer, Massed 
choirs sang ‘‘Jerusalem’’ with wonderful 
effect, even ‘‘ on the wireless ;’’ a Royal salute 
of twenty-one guns boomed out, and the great 
choir, accompanied by the massed bands, sang 
‘Land of Hope and Glory.”’ 

Thereafter followed a confused tumult: 
the cheers of the multitude, bands playing, 
pipes skirling, the swelling music of the 
choirs; at last another fanfare, the National 
Anthem, and the singing of “Rule 
Britannia’’ by the whole concourse.

WHEN EAST WAS EAST. 


A LONG LAWSUIT. 


(BY HENRY P. KERNEY.) © 
N the “good old days’’ in Constantinople 
| life had a tranquil charm of its own, the 
restful calm of the Orient finding its re- 
Hection in the easy-going existence even of 
the European residents. Nobody ever seemed 
to worry much about anything in particular ; 
competition was of the mildest type; 
“ hustle’’ was not even dreamt of. Business 
methods, it must be confessed, were somewhat 
slack and out-of-date. As for Government 
business, its ways would have been considered 
distinctly dilatory and slow compared with 
the pace at which modern Government de- 
partments are accustomed to tear through 
their work. In eo however, of these and 
numerous other shortcomings, there was an 
intimate attractiveness about life in that city 
of leisurely effort, enhanced, naturally, by its 
picturesqueness and sunny climate. 

What spoiled everything was the building 
of the Oriental Railway which linked up Con- 
stantinople with Europe in the ‘eighties of the 
last century. That brought along a lot of 
people imbued with the proper hustling spirit 
and determined to get a “move on.” Quite 
a number of them were interested in obtain- 
ing eoncessions and _ contracts irom the 
Turkish Government, and there ensued a 
clash between East and West which had some 
strange results. hese newcomers were in- 
variably optimistic, full of Western prejudice 
regarding the value of time, and usually con- 
vinced that, by establishing contact with the 
right “ influence’’ at the Imperial Palace, the 
final signature of documents might be ex- 
pected within a fortnight or so. As a matter 
of fact, very few of these affairs ever came 
to a head, and then only in the fullness of 
time, as measured in the East. The extra- 
ordinary thing, however, was that, even after 
weeks had passed into months and months 
into years, you still found some of these 
concession-hunters hanging on hopefully, and 
as years rolled by you saw men who had 
come out originally on a flying business visit 
gradually becoming permanent residents and 
apparently settling down in Constantinople 
for good, while still steadily pursuing “ that 
little affair with the Government.”’ 

The most interesting case of the kind which 
I met was that of an Englishman who had 
come out as representative of a company, not 
in order to obtain some concession from the 
Government, but merely to smooth out some 
small official difficulty which had arisen in 
regard to the working of a concession already 
obtained—a matter of a few weeks ap- 
parently. Young Smith, as we may call him, 
found it necessary, however, to prolong his 
stay somewhat. Making no headway with 
Pe : i 
Turkish officialdom, he decided to start a law- 
suit against the Turkish Government. He 
won his case before the tribunal of first 
instance, but was defeated on appeal. That 
did not end the matter, since, according to 
the then legal procedure in Turkey, one 
might always start again with the lower 
tribunal, hoping for success in the event of a 
fresh appeal. So he started again, but with 
just the same results as before. Smith, how- 
ever, refused to give in, and, as the court 
of appeal ce , equally obstinate, the law- 
suit developed into a sort of lawn tennis 
match between the lower and higher courts, 
which lasted just twenty-seven years, when 
the court of appeal, with its staying power 
exhausted, finally gave judgment in Smith’s 
favour. : 

Even that did not end his temporarv 
mission, since it was still necessary to obtain 
execution of the judgment. After pegging 
away for another seven years, Smith 
eventually succeeded in that also. The busi- 
ness which had brought him out, apparently 
for a few weeks, was thus. successfully com- 
pleted within the space of thirty-four years. 
In the interval young Smith had become 
‘Old Smith,” a popular favourite, and one 
of the oldest members of the Constantinople 
Club, where he resided. The Turks had nick- 
named him “The Bulldog,” without dis- 
respect, and simply as a tribute to his 
tenacity. Both Turks and Europeans 
esteemed him as a thoroughly good fellow all 
round. 

I remember that evening at the Club when 
the incredible rumour spread that Old Smith 
had actually finished his “‘little affair with 
the Government.’’ To our amazement it was 
confirmed. What would Smith do now? It 
seemed a bit late in life to start anv fresh 
business of the kind. Our curiosity turned to 
genuine zegret when he himself informed us 
that he was “ going home by the next Orient 
Express. And so he did. Within forty- 
eight hours he uprooted his existence in the 
Kast, packed his belongings and made a bee- 
line for “home ’’—that to say, London. 
His departure made quite a gap in our little 
circle, where his intellectual attainments and 
most kindly ‘nature had established many 
a Later ón we got extraord#@®ry 
news about our. excellent friend, and.

COMMON RESPONSIBILITY. 


A letter was read from Mr. J. J. Walsh, 
Ihrector of the Games, to the Lord Mayor of 
Belfast, in which he stated :—‘‘ Notwithstand- 
ing that practically every department of 
athletic and cultural activity in your city 
has already signified its intention to partici- 
pate in the Tailteann Games in August next, 
the Council of the Games is of opinion that 
more satisiactory organisation is possible from 
the existence of a represnetative Council in 
Belfast as elsewhere. » á i 

‘In appealing, therefore, for the full sup- 
port of the -citizens of your great city, we 
feel that their responsibility is no less than 
that of those of Dublin or any other part of 
lreland. It is a common responsibility, be- 
cause of a common heritage. and with the 
re-birth of the Games in Dublin this year, 
there is no reason why Belfast should not 
shoulder the task in 1927, and thenceforward. 
so long as they remain confined to the Irish 
race, rotate between these cities. 

, Apart from the historic and social aspect 
there is the important question of attracting 
visitors to our shores. Ireland, North and 
South, has quite as much to offer as mcst 
other countries. Our people on the whole 
are hospitable; our cities are presentable, and 
our hotels and railways are good, It is, there- 
fore, reasonable to assume that large numbers 
of visitors, including those of our own kith 
and kin abroad, will be attracted to the 
old country from which. they will doubtless 
return with favourable impressions of their 
stay amongst us. 

The formation of the proposed Tailteann 
Council in Belfast is a necessary preliminary 
Step, apart altogether from the organisation 
of competitors, towards the objects we have 
in view, and we believe it is desirable, in 
the interests of Ireland as a whole, that the 
fullest advantage shculd be taken of this 
opportunitv cf rendering practical assistance 
to every part of the country,”’ 


INFLUX OF VISITORS. 

The Chairman said that it was gratifying 
to know that up to the present the Council 
had met with considerable success. This had 
involved a great deal of labour, and he hoped 
that they would meet with a reward when the 
Games took place in the month of August. 
li everything turned out as they had antict- 
pated, a large number of competitors would 
take part in the Games, and, in addition, 
many thousands of visitors would cross over 
to these shores. He thought that this should 
be encouraged by every Irishman. 

He did not think that there should be any 
difficulty in forming an Ulster Council, 
because he thought that thev would find m 
that part of Ireland that an Uleterman was a 
sport. (Hear, hear). He was confident they 
would get all the assistance that was required, 
and it might be, if everything turned out as 
suggested, that in 1927 they in the North 
might be able to take their full share in the 
responsibility for this great work. (Applause.) 

Sir John’ Irwin, on behalf of the Council 
in Dublin, thanked the Lord Mayor and Sir 
Crawford McCullagh for their interést in the 
He could assure those present that 
this was one of those movements which he 
was pleased to savy had been carried on by 
men representing everv shade of religious and 
political thought in the South of Ireland in 
the most harmonious and brotherly manner. 
As a matter of fact, he and others differed, 
at any rate on religions questions, from the 
maiority of his countrymen in the South of 
Ireland, hut in sport. or in anvthing 
for the material good of the country, all sides 
come together and worked for the common 
good of their common country. (Hear, hear.) 

He knew that Belfast possessed good 
“enorts.”’ They had a lot of their sporting 
men in Dublin from time to time, and no 
matter where they went they were always 
welcomed. He need hardlv say that the 
competitors they would send to the Tailteann 
Games would also be cordially welcomed, and 
if they succeeded in beating the Southern

A TRUCE, 

On the delegation they had men who 
differed both religiously and politically, but 
they were all interested in the welfare of the 
country. They had a very distinguished 
General, Sir Brian McMahon, an Irishman 
to the heart's core, who had come to Belfast 
at great personal inconvenience to show his 
sympathy with what they were doing. They 
had other distinguished gentlemen, and this 
was sufficient guarantee that they were there 
with a common object. 

“We wish our young people to have some- 
thing to turn their minds to instead of killing 
each other. We want to put an end to all 
that kind of thing in the country,” he de- 
clared, amid applause. ‘‘In the past, when 
the historic Tailteann Games were being held 
a truce was observed, and, in the name of 
God, why not have a real truce at the present 
time.” (Applause.) 

General Sir Bryan Mahon said that the 
was very proud at being asked to form one 
of the deputation, and he was only too will- 
ing to do everything he could to help his 
country in any way. He thought that the 
promotion of the Tailteann Games would be 
a very great help to Ireland. Personally he 
had a great deal of experience in sports and 
athletics in different parts of the world, and 
he always fonnd [Irishmen - at the front.

“This Exhibition will enable us to take 
stock of the resources, actual and potential, 
of the Empire as a whole; to consider where 
these exist and how they can best be de- 
veloped and utilised; to take counsel together 
how the peoples can co-operate to supply one 
yr egg needs and to promote national well- 

ing. 

“Tt stands for a co-ordination of our 
scientific knowledge and a common 
overcome diseasé and to better the difficult 
conditions which still surround life in many 
parts of the Empire. Think, for example, of 
the scientific work accomplished in recent 
years for the prevention and treatment of 
tropical diseases, and it is easy to imagine 
how greatly the Exhibition can contribute 
towards the progress of our tropical territories 
and the development of the yet unexplored 
capacities of the Empire. 

“Our thoughts go back to the great Ex- 
hibition of 1851. associated for all time with 
the memories of Queen Victoria and of the 
Prince Consort, and to the brilliant hopes of 
the growth of international peace and friend- 
ship with which it was inaugurated. Our 
object here is not quite so ambitious, and for 
that very reason, perhaps, more hopeful of 
attainment. 

“We believe that this Exhibition will bring 
the peoples of the Empire to a better know- 
ledge of how to meet their reciprocal wants 
and aspirations, and that, where brotherly feel- 
ing and the habit of united action already 
exist, the growth of inter-Imperial trade will 
make the bonds of sympathy yet closer and 
stronger. 

‘** Business relations between strangers may, 
or may not, lead to friendship; co-operation 
between brothers for the better development 
of the family estate can hardly fail to promote 
family affection; and we hope, further, that 
the success of the Exhibition may bring ‘ast- 
ing benefits, not to the Empire only, but to 
mankind in general. 

“Na nation, or group of nations, can isolate 
itself from the main stream of modern-com- 
merce, and, if this Exhibition leads to a 
greater development of the material resources 
of the Empire and to an expansion of its 
trade, it will at the same time be raising the 
economic life of the world from the dis- 
organisation caused by the war. 

“I declare the British Emyire Exhibition 
open, and I pray that, by the blessing of God, 


all my peoples, and to the peace and well- 
being of the world.”’ 


BROADCASTING TRIUMPH. 


The broadcasting of the speech was. a per- 
fect triumph. Though over one hundred 
yards away I could hear the crackle af thick 
paper as the King turned over the pages of 
his copy, and that will indicate how clearly 
his voice could be heard. The cheering, 
when he had concluded, was most enthusiastic 
and unrestrained. 

The Bishop of London, attended by a 
chaplain bearing his staff, came forward to 
offer prayer, but his voice did not lend itself 
so well to the broadcaster. It could be heard, 
but not as clearly as that of the King and 
the Prince: The Lord's Prayer followed, and 
this was taken up on all sides, the murmur 
of voices sounding like waves breaking on a 
sandy shore. 

This completed the opening. Everybody 
stood, while a fanfare of trumpets announced 
the fact. Guns began to fire somewhere in 
the background, causing considerable excite- 
ment among the many Boy Scouts present. 
A number of them immediately proceeded to 
climb the walls of the Stadium to see where 
the noise came from. At the same moment 
the Union Jack and the Dominion and 
Colonial flags were broken simultaneously. 

The massed bands were playing a slow 
march, when a girlish figure in emerald green 
advanced towards the Queen, and, dropping 4 
curtsey, presented a beautiful bouquet of pink 
roses to the Queen. The young lady was 
Miss Peggy Thomas—daughter of the Colonial 
Secretary, who occupied a seat near the Throne, 
in the dress of a Privy Councillor, The Prince 
of Wales presented the King with a gold 
mode] of the globe. 


GIRDLE ROUND THE GLOBE. 


At this moment, the slight form of a tele- 

graph boy was seen crossing ‘the path towards 
the Royal Pavilion. He was alone, and 
carried a huge white envelope. Arrived at 
the foot of the step he saluted in soldier 
fashion, and sutclad the steps among the 
clect, and presented his envelope to the Prince 
of Wales. The King, however, held out his 
hand, and took the message himself. 
_ Electricity had put a girdle round the earth 
in much less than forty minutes—one and-a- 
half to be exact—and the message was to tell 
the King that all parts of his Empire had 
been advised that the Exhibition had been 
opened. The lad returned. to the entrance 
looking very white and stern, and though he 
was warmly cheered did not relax a muscle, 

A long list of gentlemen who have played a 
part in making the Exhibition followed one 
another across the dais and shook hands with 
the King and the Queen. The High Com- 
missioners, including the High Commissioner 
of the Irish Free State, followed, and then a 
number of workmen in their Sunday clothes 
were presented in turn, and shook hands. 

An aeroplane overhead buzzed and whirled 
so low that the pilot could be seen, and all 
eyes were turned upwards when the opening 
bars of ‘‘ Land of Hope and Glory,’’ conducted 
by the composer, began. The strains were 
taken up but very slowly, and I have heard 
lar more impressive renderings of. this great 
patriotic ballad on several occasions, 

The King and Queen made ready to de- 

part. Another Roval salute; again the 
National Anthem, and tremendous cheering as 
they drove round the arena to the strains of 
‘Rule, Britannia.’ 
} The opening ceremonial was over, and if 
the Exhibition achieves anything like the 
success attending its inawguration, its career 
ought to be very successful indeed,

A WIRELESS TRIUMPH. 
HIS MAJESTY’S AUDIENCE OF 
SIX MILLIONS. 


The King’s voice was heard by millions 
yesterday, not only in the British Isles, but 
on the Continent of Europe and in wide 
stretches of the Empire overseas. It is esti- 
mated that in the British Isles alone, six 
million people heard the speech. _ Although 
the British Broadcasting Company has not 
vet received definite confirmation of the fact, 
it is assumed from previous. results that His 
Majesty's voice was probably heard in India, 
Egypt, South Africa and Canada, Telegrams 
reporting excellent reception reached the 
company's headquarters yesterday from every 
part of the British Isles, ranging from John 
o’ Groats and Inverness, to Guernsey, Swan- 
sea, Snowdon. Ballymena, and King's Lwvnn. 
All British Broadcasting Company stations 
reported splendid reception, and generally 
“oscillators’’ behaved remarkably well, 

“The King has an excellent broadcasting 
voice,” said an official of the company. ‘He 
spoke slowly and with emphasis, and every 
word came through full and true. We think 
that to-day’s transmission is the best that 
we have ever done. We are all the more 
pleased with it because it was a daylight 
transmission and all our previous records have 
been made at night. It was an easy matter 
etting the speeches of the. King and the 
aoe because both dais and microphone 
were fixed, but the great diffioplty was the 
transmission of the bua while they were 
marching round the Stadium. 
“The choral music came through beauti- 
fully. Here, again, both microphone and 
choirs were fix All arrangements were 
duplicated, so that there should be no fear 
of breakdown.

MARRIAGES.

The Church of Ireland was as much opposed 
to mixed marriages as was any other Church, 
declared the Most Rev: Dr. Gregg, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, speaking at the annual 
meeting of the Protestant Orphan Society, 
which was held at the Gregg Memorial Hall, 
Dawson street, Dublin, yesterday. 

The annual report of the Society stated 
that, although the number of orphans under 
their care showéd a diminution, the admis- 
sions during the past year exceeded those of 
several previous years. The Committee dealt 
sympathetically with every case brought 
under its notice, and the purpose of the 
Society, that no orphan of their communion 
should be left destitute, was never forgotten, 

The income from offertories and card collec- 
tions amounted to £570 13s. 6d. and 
4s. 5d. respectively. Subscriptions and dona- 
tions amounted to £286 is. ld. The year 
commenced with a credit balance of £58 
19s. 11d. and £500 on deposit receipt. During 
the year £3,892 18s, 1d. was received from 
legacies. The debt in connection with the 
Home for Girls at Sunnyside, Kilternan, was 
now paid off. 

The number of orphans on the roll at Miss 
Neville’s Boys’ Home at Swords at the 
beginning of the year was 305, and there were 
admitted during the year 55, as compared 
with 49 the previous year, making a total of 
358, as compared with 405 in 1922. ; 

Under the Kinsey Fund “—o marriage 
portions of £20 each were made to female 
orphatis and six of £25 each to male orphans. 
Seven further donations amounting to £355 
had also been made from this fund. 

CONSERVING THE STOCK. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Gregg said that as far 
as one could judge from the report everything 
seemed to be-going on well, but they had very 
little knowledge as to what each parish had 
done in the way of financial sea The 
true sustentation of the Church, however, 
was not money, but souls, and what that 
Society did was to conserve the stock. A 
society which did that was doing most prac- 
tical work, It was a great work to help the 
orphans and give them a start in life. 

He ceeded the Kinsey Fund as a splendid 
possession administered by the Society. It 
did something to avert mixed marriages, 
which in all cases caused serious loss to the 
Church. It was not the Church of Ireland 
alone that suffered from mixed marriages. 
The other Church that commanded the largest 
number of adherents in Ireland condemned 
them. Here in Ireland Protestants were the 
smaller element in the population, and any- 
thing that helped to stop mixed marriages 
was a very important asset to their Church. 

He observed that the Society had taken 
over the Kilternan institution to work it as 
their own, but regretted to note that there 
was a ey of Miss Neville’s Home at 
Swords being closed. He trusted that the 
Committee would consult him in whatever 
steps were being taken to prevent the Swords 
school being closed. 

In conclusion, the Archbishop urged every 
parish in the diocese to support loyally the 
Orphan Fund. 

“ ALMOST MARVELLOUS.” 

Mr. E. H. Alton, F.,T.C.D., in proposing 
the adoption of the report, said that the 
Committee had devoted close attention to 
their work. Overhead charges had been re- 
markably small, the accounts had balanced on 
the right side, and when one remembered 
that Há children were supported at a charge 
of between £12 and £15 each the achievement 
was almost marvellous. 

He hoped that a strong effort would be 
made to acquire the Swords Home for the 
Society. hese Homes were vital to the 
Church, for they not only helped to build up 
children, but to build up the Church itself. 
They were helping to bring up members on 
whom, in the next generation, the Church 
would have to depend. 

The Rev. A. E. Hughes, who seconded, 
said that no Society had a better claim for 
support than had this Society. He did not 
favour institutional life for children, as it did 
not allow children to develop naturally. The 
Society in the past. had done excellent work 
in placing children, when possible, in suit- 
able homes. He hoped that the Committee, 
when so placing children in the future, would 
send them to country places, so that their 
rural schools could be kept open. 

He hoped that the day would never come 
when orphan children would have to depend 
on State aid, but that the work of attending 
to the orphans would always be done by God- 
fearing men and women. : 

The report was adopted. 

On the motion of the Rev. R. Bird, D.8.0., 
seconded by Dr. 8. T. Gordon, a vote of 
thanks was passed to the contributors and 
collectors for their support of the Society 
during the year. :

SEWING MACHINES. 
a en 
JUDGMENT IN INTERESTING 
NORTHERN ACTION, 


In the Northern Chancery Division yester- 
day, Mr. Justiee Wilson gave judgment in 
the matter of the Companies Acts against 
Messrs. Ross and Boal, Ltd., which had 
come up on a summons taken out by the 
liquidator for the determination of the 
question whether certain sewing machines 
on the premises of Messrs. Ross and Boal, 
Lid., at the time of liquidation were move- 
able machinery to which the liquidator was 
entitled for the benefit of the unsecured 
creditors, or whether they were fixtures, to 
which the Ulster Bank (as equitable mort- 
gagees of the premises) were entitled. 

In the course of his judgment, his lord- 
ship said that he could quite understand 
people differing in opinion in regard to the 
matter, and he himself could only give the 
best opinion he could form. The sewing 
machines appeared to be complete in them- 
selves; they were placed on Mani which 
were, he was told, fixtures to the premises. 
Except that the sewing machines were driven 
by machinery, they were not very clearly 
distinguishable from the ordinary sewing 
machine which was moved by a hand turning 
a wheel. 

He had formed the opinion that the 
machines were not part of the machinery that 
supplied the power, and that the machines 
themselves could be driven by any other 
power that was applied to them. He could 
not see that these machines, which were 
complete in themselves, were attached to the 
premises at all, or see how they could be 
called fixtures. 

His conclusion was that the machines did 
not pass as fixtures to the mortgagees, and 
that the liquidator was entitled to the pro- 
ceeds of their sale.

Federation of Off-Licence Holders’ Associa- 
tion held at Leeds yesterday, Mr. Ronald 
Gilbey, who presided, said that there was no 
other business in the country which laboured 
under such a complicated set of regulations.

In the course’of a discussion, Mr. Ridgwell 
said that many off licence holders were on 
the verge of bankruptcy.
